The  Pennymans  have  been  settled  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire 
for  more  than  four  hundred  years.  The  will  of  John  Pennyman,  of 
Helmsley,  was  proved  in  1498.  Robert  Pennyman,  of  Stokesley,  in  1533 
left  to  the  church  there  "  an  Antiphonar  in  prynt."  In  1588-9,  William 
Pennyman,  of  Stokesley,  left  directions  that  he  should  be  buried  in  the 
church  of  Ormesby,  and  left  ^^lo  to  the  poor  of  Stokesley  and  Ormesby. 
From  that  time  onwards  they  have  lived  at  Ormesby,  and  been  described 
as  Pennymans  of  Ormesby,  as  at  the  present  day.  It  has  not  been  by 
any  means  their  only  home  ;  they  have  at  times  been  owners  of  vast 
estates,  scattered  over  the  North  Riding  and  elsewhere,  and  possessed 
places  at  Marske,  Normanby  and  Beverley,  all  of  which  have  long 
since  passed  out  of  their  hands,  and  at  Thornton,  about  four  miles 
from  Ormesby,  where  all  trace  of  the  house  has  disappeared,  though 
the  land  is  still  theirs.  But  Ormesby  has  been  for  all  these  genera- 
tions, and  still  is,  their  home  ;  so  perhaps  it  will  be  well  to  give  a 
short  description  of  the  place  and  its  surroundings,  before  going  further 
into  the  history  of  the  family.  Probably  many  of  the  American  Penni- 
mans  have  never  seen  an  English  countr}^  house,  and  will  therefore  be 
the  more  glad  to  hear  a  little  about  the  place  which  they  believe  to 
have  been  the  home  of  their  forefathers. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  last  centuiy  the  neighbourhood  was  solely 
agricultural.  The  estate  reached  to  the  river  Tees,  a  few  miles  from  its 
mouth,  and  one  of  the  farm-tenants  had  to  pay,  in  the  days  when  rents 
were  paid  partly  in  kind,  "two  salmon  fishes  "  to  his  landlord.  Four 
miles  from  Ormesby  there  was,  according  to  Graves'  "  History  of  Cleve- 
land," published  in  1808,  "  a  township  or  chapelry  of  Middlesbrough, 
which  consists  only  of  four  farm  houses."  Now  the  iron  trade  has  come. 
Middlesbrough  is  its  capital,  and  has  a  population  fast  getting  on  for 
100,000;  many  of  the  villages  in  the  district  have  become  towns;  the 
river  is  murky  with  smoke  and  resounds  to  the  clang  of  machinery  for 
miles  of  its  course.  Yet  the  little  village  of  Ormesby  has  hardly  changed. 
It  still  nestles  among  its  trees,  a  pretty,  peaceful  spot  for  the  bus}'  worker 
from  grimy  Middlesbrough  to  cycle  through  on  a  summer's  evening. 
Indeed  if  it  were  not  for  these  cyclists  and  other  traffic  passing  through 
the  village,  one  might  well  fancy  oneself  in  the  depths  of  rural  England. 
Within  an  afternoon's  walk  are  the  Cleveland  hills,  rising  to  heights  of 
as  much  as  1,400  feet.  From  some  of  their  summits  there  are  views  of 
unusual  diversity,  stretching  over  other  hills,  over  the  sea,  which  is  but 
eight  miles  from  Ormesb}-,  over  the  course  of  the  Tees  fringed  with 
chimneys  and  furnaces,  and  over  miles  of  level  plain  to  the  west. 

Ormesby  Hall  is  a  curiously  built  house.  The  older  part,  date  un- 
known, is  a  square  two-storied  building,  with  a  court-yard  in  the  middle. 
This  now  contains  the  servants'  offices,  and  one  can  easily  sec  that  they 
were  built  for  the  living  rooms  of  the  family  ;  thus  the  kitchen  measures 
28  ft.  by  20  ft.  by  20  ft.  The  newer  part,  built  by  Dorothy,  daughter  and 
co-heiress  of  \\'illiam  Wake,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  (it  is  said  to 
have  been  begun  b}'  her  husband,  who  died  in  1743,  and  to  have  been 
finished  after  her  death  in  1754,)  is  like  the  older,  built  of  yellow  sand- 
stone, and  is  a  solid  square  three-storied  block,  ugly  from  the  outside, 
but  most  comfortable  to  live  in,  with  many  of  the  rooms  panelled  and 
with  mouldings  and  decorations  of  a  style  that  it  is  now  difficult  to  obtain. 
This  part  contains  the  living  rooms  and  bedrooms  for  the  family  and 
their  guests.  The  whole  house  contains  between  fifty  and  sixty  rooms. 
The  two  parts  of  it  are  placed  corner  to  corner  ;  many  years  ago  there 
was  no  in-door  communication  between  them  ;  the  food  was  all  cooked 
in  one  part,  and  brought  out  of  doors  through  the  open-air  to  the  other. 
This  must  have  been  delightful  on  snowy  evenings.  Now  there  are 
passages  through,  on  both  first  and  second  iloors. 

The  stables,  built  of  the  same  sandstone,  are  extensive,  having 
accommodation  for  o\cr  twenty  horses.  If  the  accommodation  had  been 
less,  probably  the  family  fortunes  would  have  been  greater;  much  good 
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Pennyman  money  went  in  horse-flesh  and  other  extravagances.  Sir 
James  Pennyman,  who  died  in  1808,  who  is  known  as  "  The  wicked  Sir 
James,"  was  a  reckless  spendthrift ;  even  after  his  death,  which  took 
place  at  Richmond,  Surrey,  it  cost  over  ^^500  to  hring  him  home  and 
bury  him.  His  son,  Sir  William  Henry  Pennyman,  the  last  of  the 
baronets,  found  the  estate  in  a  ruinous  condition.  Yet  even  he  thought 
it  necessary  to  his  dignity  to  go  once  or  twice  a  year  to  Beverley  in  a 
coach  and  four. 

The  stable  clock  is  more  than  a  hundred  years  old.  It  is  a  fair  time- 
keeper, and  its  bell,  which  is  in  a  handsome  cupola  above  the  clock  face, 
gives  the  time  to  the  whole  parish. 

The  Church,  which  dates  from  the  Conquest,  was  partially  re-built  in 
1810,  and  wholly  re-built  in  1S75.  It  is  stated  in  Domesday  P)Ook, 
compiled  by  William  the  Conqueror  about  1080,  that  there  were  then  in 
Ormesby  a  church  and  a  priest.  It  is  close  to  the  Hall.  The  church- 
3^ard  is  particularly  beautiful,  surrounded  entirely  by  fine  trees  standing 
in  Mr.  Pennyman's  grounds. 

These  grounds  are  a  delightful  feature  of  the  place.  The  paths  through 
the  woods  must  be  nearly  two  miles  in  length,  and  whether  one  wants 
shelter  from  sun,  rain,  or  wind,  or  it  may  be  a  quiet  stroll  apart  from  the 
hurly-burly  of  the  busy  district,  or  merely  the  pleasure  of  admiring  the 
fine  old  beech,  sycamore,  and  other  trees  that  were  standing  there  long 
before  the  first  blast  furnace  was  dreamt  of,  it  is  ever  a  fresh  pleasure  to 
walk  along  them.  The  garden  too  has  delightful  lawns  and  flower-beds, 
and  the  shrubs  have  been  so  well  planted  that  it  is  full  of  pleasant  places 
to  sit  in  on  a  summer's  day.  The  park  is  100  acres  in  extent,  and  sur- 
rounded by  a  belt  of  wood.  It  gives  a  feeling  of  expanse,  and  prevents 
the  place  from  looking  shut  in.  There  is  a  village  cricket  ground  in  it, 
and  in  winter,  when  the  grass  is  short,  a  small  golf  green. 

To  turn  from  places  to  persons,  the  pedigree  begins  with  Thomas 
Pennyman,  of  Stokesley,  about  seven  miles  from  Ormesby.  Then  follows 
his  son — 

Ralph  Pennyman,  both  without  dates.     Then  his  son — 

Robert  Pennyman,  also  of  Stokesley,  described  in  the  Norroy  King-of- 
Arms'  Grant  of  1599,  as  "  esquire."  Will  dated  1533.  He  had  three 
sons  ;  of  the  youngest,  Robert,  we  read  in  Drake's  "  History  and  Antiqui-  ;<^ 
ties  of  York''  (1736),  in  an  account  of  the  Rebellion  of  1569  against  Queen 
Elizabeth— "A.  1570.  On  Good  Friday,  March  27.  Robert  Pennyman, 
of  Stoxley,  gentleman,  (and  three  others,)  were  drawn  from  the  castle  of 
York  to  the  place  of  execution,  called  Knavesmire,  and  there  hanged, 
headed,  and    quartered.     Their   four   heads    were   set    up    on   the   four 
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principal  gates  of  the  City,  with  four  of  their  quarters.  The  other 
quarters  were  set  up  in  diverse  places  in  the  country."  The  second  son, 
James,  is  said,  according  to  one  story,  to  be  the  ancester  of  the  American 
Pennimans  (see  app.  N.  p.  119).     The  eldest  son  was— 

William  Pennyman,  variously  described  as  of  Stokesley,  of  Morton 
(a  small  township  in  the  parish  of  Ormesby),  and  of  Ormesby.  He  had 
two  sons  :  the  younger  William  Pennyman,  of  Stokesley,  who  by  his  will, 
dated  1588-9,  directed  that  his  body  should  be  buried  in  the  church  of 
Ormesby  ;  and  the  elder — 

James  Pennyman,  of  Ormesby,  to  whom  William  Segar,  Norroy  King- 
of-Arms,  by  grant  dated  ist  May,  1599,  granted  the  crest  still  used  by 
the  family,  in  addition  "  to  the  shield  or  family  coat  of  arms  and  insignia 
worn  and  used  by  the  ancestors  of  his  family  from  old  time."  (See  app.  I. 
p.6g).  He  had  two  sons  and  a  daughter  of  interest  to  our  story.  To 
take  them  in  reverse  order,  his  daughter  Eliza  or  Elizabeth  married, 
about  1612,  Strangwayes  Bradshaw^  of  Upsal,  a  township  in  the  parish 
of  Ormesby,  the  grandson  and  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Strangwayes,  of 
Ormesby.  Owing  to  this  marriage  Sir  James  Pennyman  eventually 
became  possessed  of  the  Strangwayes  estates  in  Ormesby.  The  latter 
family  was  one  of  considerable  position;  they  held  their  Ormesby 
estates  owing  to  the  marriage  of  James  Strangwayes  with  Ann,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Sir  Robert  Conyers,  of  Ormesby,  who  was  living  in 
14  Richard  H.,  who  held  them  by  reason  of  the  marriage  of  his  grand- 
father Robert  Conyers  with  Juliana,  daughter  and  heiress  of  William 
Percy  of  Ormesby,  one  of  the  great  Percy  family,  which  owned  land  all 
over  the  North  Riding;  and  they  supplied  High  Sheriffs  to  Yorkshire 
no  less  than  seven  times  between  1455  and  1539. 

His  son  William  Pennyman,  Esq.,  of  Marske,  a  small  town  on  the 
sea  coast,  nine  miles  from  Ormesby,  may  be  of  especial  interest  to  some 
American  Pennimans.  He  was  one  of  the  six  clerks  in  Chancery,  and 
married  Ann,  daughter  of  Robert  Aske,  of  Aughton,  co.  York,  and  had, 
so  far  as  the  records  in  possession  of  Mr.  Pennyman  go,  one  son.  Sir 
William  Pennyman,  Bart.,  who  became  a  distinguished  Royalist  soldier, 
and  Governor  of  Oxford.  According  to  an  American  tradition  he  had 
another  son,  James  Penniman,  who  emigrated  to  America,  and  became 
the  founder  of  a  family  now  consisting  of  over  2000  people  in  the  States. 
But  there  is  no  proof  of  this  story,  and  there  is  some  ground  for  thinking 
that  William  Pennyman,  of  IMarske,  had  only  one  son.  (See  app.  N.  p.119  ). 
He  married  Anne  Atherton,  who  by  descent  was  heiress  of  John,  Lord 
Fauconberge,  Earl  of  Kent,  and  through  her  became  owner  of  the  Manor 
of   Marske.     He  built  Marske   Hall,   a  beautiful  old  house.     He  died 
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without  issue,  and  the  house,  which  he  only  possessed  in  right  of  his 
wife,  passed  away  from  the  family,  and  now  belongs  to  Lord  Zetland. 
He  was  High  Sheriff  of  Yorkshire  ;  and,  according  to  Playfair's  Baronet- 
age, 1811,  "was  created  a  baronet  in  1628.  He  was  highly  esteemed  by 
Charles  I.,  who  appointed  him  governor  of  Oxford,  and  colonel  of  a 
regiment  of  foot.  Sir  William  was  inferior  to  none  in  those  convulsed 
periods  in  point  of  loyalty ;  and  nobly  maintained  at  his  own  expense 
two  troops  of  horse  and  a  company  of  foot."  It  is  not  surprising  to  hear 
that  he  died  considerably  in  debt.  He  died  in  1643,  and  was  buried  in 
Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Oxford.  The  inscription  on  his  monument 
there  is  given  in  app.  L.  p.  10 j .  Lord  Clarendon  in  his  well  known  history 
(1707  Edition,  Vol.  11.,  pt.  2,  Book  VHL,  p.  526)  says  of  him  : — "  Upon 
the  death  of  Sir  William  Penniman  who  had  been  governour  of  Oxford, 
to  the  great  satisfaction  of  all  men,  being  a  very  brave  and  generous 
person,  and  who  performed  all  manner  of  civilities  to  all  sorts  of  people, 
as  having  had  a  good  education,  and  well  understanding  the  manners  of 
the  Court." 

And  now  to  go  back  to  Sir  William's  grandfather,  James  Pennyman, 
of  Ormesby,  who  has  already  been  mentioned  as  obtaining  a  grant  of  a 
crest  in  1599.  His  wife  Ann  appears  to  have  been  buried  at  Ormesby, 
May  28th,  1605,  and  he  himself  Nov.  20th,  1624,  and  his  administration 
is  given  in  app.  C.  p.  28.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  James  Pennyman, 
of  Ormesby,  who  married  Catherine  Kindersley  or  Kingsley.  (See  note  on 
P.5S  of  app.  F.)  He  was  also  a  zealous  loyalist,  and  suffered  for  it.  The 
proceedings  by  which  fines  were  levied  on  him  and  his  son  for  their 
"  delinquency  "  by  the  parliamentary  government  are  given  in  app.  J.  p.  y^ . 
And  White's  "  History  of  the  North  Riding,"  1840,  p.  687,  says,  "  In  the 
time  of  Charles  I,,  James  Pennyman,  Esq.,  was  a  distinguished  Royalist, 
and  had  so  large  a  fine  levied  on  him  by  parliament,  that  he  was  obliged 
to  sell  part  of  his  estates  for  ^^3500 ;  but  it  was  re-purchased  in  1770,  by 
Sir  James  Pennyman,  at  the  cost  of  ^£^47,500,  so  great  had  been  the 
improvement  and  advance  in  the  value  of  landed  property  during  the 
preceding  century."  He  died  in  1655,  and  his  second  wife,  Mrs.  Joan 
Pennyman  in  1657.  His  will  is  given  in  app.  C.  p.  27.  His  second  son 
was  Thomas  Pennyman,  D.D.,  Rector  of  Stokesley,  1653-88,  which  place, 
however,  he  had  to  leave  for  a  time  during  the  war.  The  bridge  over 
the  Leven  there,  which  is  said  in  the  North  Riding  records  to  have  been 
called  "  Pennyman  Bridge,"  may  very  likely  have  been  named  after  him. 
His  eldest  son,  James,  afterwards 

Sir  James  Pennyman,  of  Ormesby,  was  baptized  there,  March  6th, 
1608.     This    "James   Pennyman,   Esq.,"   says   Playfair,   "was  no  less 
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distinguished  for  his  exertions  in  the  cause  of  King  Charles  I.,  than  the 
gallant  Sir  William  Pennyman  above  mentioned ;  being  a  colonel  in  his 
arm}-,  and  receiving  the  honour  of  knighthood  for  his  braver}'  in  the 
field.  Both  Sir  James  and  his  father  were  great  sufferers  lor  their  faith- 
ful attachment,  the  sequestrators  sentencing  the  latter  to  pay  a  fine  of 
£700,  besides  compelling  him  to  settle  ;^ioo  per  annum  on  the  teachers 
of  those  times;  and  the  former  to  a  fine  of  ^^530.  (See  app.  J.  p.  75  )• 
These  sufferings  were  not  forgotten  by  King  Charles  II.  after  his 
restoration ;  and  Sir  James  was  created  a  baronet  Feb.  22nd,  1663-4." 
His  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Stephen  Norcliffe,  was 
buried  at  Ormesby  in  April,  1678,  and  he  himself  a  year  later.  His 
son — 

Sir  Thomas  Pennyman,  the  second  baronet,  married  Frances,  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Lowther,  of  Lowther  (grandfather  to  Viscount  Lonsdale). 
Fie  was  Lord  Privy  Seal  to  King  William  III.  He  was  High  Sheriff  of 
Yorkshire  1702-3.  He  attended  Quarter  Sessions  no  less  than  63  times; 
no  slight  feat  in  the  days  when  there  were  no  railways,  and  Thirsk,  30 
miles  off,  was  the  place  where  they  were  most  frequently  held.  His 
father  attended  42  times,  and  his  cousin  William  Pennyman  49  times. 
(See  app.  K.  p.  95   ).     He  died  in  1708.     His  son — 

Sir  James  Pennyman,  third  baronet,  was  born  in  1662,  and  succeeded 
in  1708.  He  is  described  as  of  Ormesby  and  Thornton,  and  lived  mostly 
at  the  latter  place,  which  is  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Stainton,  about  4 
miles  from  Ormesby.  All  trace  of  the  house  there  has  disappeared  ;  but 
there  is  a  small  sketch  of  it  in  the  British  Museum  in  a  collection  of 
sketclies  of  Yorkshire  houses,  made  by  Mr.  Warburton.  ("-Journal  of 
John  Warburton,"  Lansdowne  MSS.,  No.  911,  171S-19).  He  married  in 
Nov.  1692,  Mary,  daughter  of  Michael  Warton,  Esq.,  of  Beverley  (by 
Susanna  his  wife,  daughter  of  John,  Lord  Powlett  of  Hinton  St.  George, 
CO.  Somerset,  and  granddaughter  of  Michael  Warton  the  elder,  by  his 
wife  Catherine,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Christopher  Maltby,  of 
Maltby,  a  hamlet  in  the  parish  of  Stainton.  This  family  had  lived  at 
Maltby  for  about  16  generations,  from  about  1112  to  about  1612,  or 
perhaps  eacli  date  should  be  a  few  years  later.  Mr.  Pennyman  still 
holds  some  of  the  Maltby  land  in  Maltby,  though  curiously  it  does  not 
seem  to  have  come  througli  his  ancestress,  Catherine  Warton.  Accord- 
ing to  Graves'  "  History  of  Cleveland,"  p.  481,  the  Maltby  lands  had  been 
divided  some  five  generations  previously,  vv'hen  one  moiety  passed  by 
marriage  to  the  Morleys  of  Normanby,  and  it  is  this  moiety  that  Mr. 
Pennyman  holds.  To  go  back  to  Mary  Warton,  who  married  Sir 
James   Pennyman,  she   became   co-heiress   to  her  brother  Sir   Michael 
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Warton,  Kt.  She  died  in  1727,  and  was  buried  at  Stainton.  From  that 
time  onwards  till  the  death  of  the  last  of  the  baronets,  the  family  had 
much  to  do  with  Beverley.  They  had  a  house  there,  and  many  of  them 
were  born  there,  or  married  or  buried  in  the  beautiful  Minster  there — 
often  called  a  miniature  of  York  Minster— and  there  are  in  it  many 
Pennyman  monuments.  {See  app.  B.  and  L.)  He  died  17th  Dec,  i745> 
aged  82,  and  was  buried  at  Stainton. 

He  had  issue  his  eldest  son,  James,  who  married  Dorothy,  daughter 
and  co-heiress  of  William  Wake,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  died 
without  issue  in  1743,  two  years  before  his  father.  His  widow  died  in 
London  in  1754.  By  her  will  she  directed  a  monument  to  be  erected  to 
her  husband,  apparently  preferring  that  it  should  be  done  at  her  heir's 
expense  rather  than  at  her  own.  She  built  the  newer  part  of  the  present 
house,  as  has  been  mentioned.  (See  app.  O.  p.  130.)  It  seems  probable 
that  she  did  so  with  Wake  money,  though  alter  her  death  the  house 
must  go  to  the  Pennyman  and  not  to  the  Yv^ake  family.     He  had  also — 

Sir  William  Pennyman,  fourth  baronet,  who  died  unmarried  in  1768, 
and — 

Sir  Warton  Pennyman  Warton,  fifth  baronet,  who  married  Charlotte, 
daughter  of  Sir  Charles  Hotham,  of  Scorborough,  and  had  two  sons,  who 
both  predeceased  him  without  leaving  issue,  and  nine  daughters.  He 
died  in  1770.     He  had  also  Thomas  Pennyman  who  died  in  1759,  and — 

Ralph  Pennyman,  of  Beverley,  who  died  without  succeeding  to  the 
baronetcy.  He  married  Bridget,  daughter  of  Thomas  Gee,  of  Bishop 
Burton.  He  had  issue,  besides  Dorothy  Pennyman,  who  married  the 
Rev.  James  Worsley,  and  will  be  mentioned  presently,  and  two  other 
daughters  who  both  died  childless, 

Sir  James  Pennyman,  sixth  baronet.  He  was  born  at  Eston  in  1737, 
and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Grey,  Bart.,  of  Howick. 
He  was  a  most  extravagant  man,  and  ran  through  every  penny  that  was 
not  entailed,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  his  house  in  the  possession 
of  bailiffs.  His  picture  was  painted  (as  Mr.  Pennyman)  by  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds,  who  charged  20  guineas  for  it,  in  1760  or  1762,  as  appears 
from  a  letter  from  the  late  Tom  Taylor,  who  was  cataloguing  Sir  Joshua's 
pictures,  to  the  late  Capt.  J.  W.  Pennyman.  The  portrait  is  now  at 
Ormesby.  He  died  at  Richmond,  Surrey,  in  1808,  and  was  buried  at 
Stainton,  at  a  cost  of  over  £500.  (See  app.  0.  p.  127  ).  He  had  six  sons 
and  four  daughters,  every  one  of  whom  died  without  issue.  His 
eldest  son — 

Sir  William  Henry  Pennyman  was  the  seventh  and  last  baronet.     He 
,  was  born  at  Eston  in  1764.     He  married  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Bethell 
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Robinson,  of  Catwick.  He  died  gth  Ma}',  1852,  aged  Sg,  and  was  buried 
at  Beverley.  He  left  the  estate  to  his  sister,  Mrs.  Robinson,  for  life. 
She  only  survived  him  for  a  few  months,  and  died  in  the  same  year, 
1S52.  On  her  death  it  passed  under  his  will  to  his  heir-at-law,  James 
White  Worsley. 

As  has  been  mentioned,  Ralph  Pennyman,  of  Beverle}^,  the  son  of  the 
third  and  father  of  the  sixth  baronet,  had  a  daughter  Dorothy.  She 
married  on  the  17th  Dec,  1761,  at  St.  Cuthbert's,  York,  the  Rev.  James 
Worsley,  rector  of  Stonegrave,  near  Hovingham,  the  son  of  Thomas 
Worsley  of  Hovingham,  by  Mary  Frankland  his  wife,  the  great  grand- 
daughter of  Oliver  Crom\\ell.  This  family,  a  very  old  one,  received  in 
1S3S  a  baronetc}-,  which  is  still  in  existence.  Their  eldest  son,  Col. 
James  Worsley,  born  1764,  died  1807,  married  Lydia,  sister  of  Sir 
Thomas  Woollaston  White,  Bart.,  of  Walling  Wells.    Their  eldest  son — 

James  White  Pennyman,  on  succeeding  to  the  Ormesby  estate, 
assumed,  in  compliance  with  the  will  of  Sir  William  Henry  Pennyman, 
by  royal  licence,  dated  i8th  April,  1853,  the  name  and  arms  of  Penny- 
man.  He  married,  24th  March,  1S28,  Frances,  3rd  daughter  and 
co-heiress  of  the  Rev.  James  Stovin,  D.D,,  rector  of  Rossington.  She 
died  6th  June,  1869,  and  he  died  ist  Feb.,  1870.  He  had  issue  one 
daughter,  Frances  Maria,  who  married  in  1855,  Lt.-Col.  Forbes  Macbean, 
who  commanded  the  92nd  Gordon  Highlanders,  and  whose  son,  Forbes 
Macbean,  has  also  commanded  the  same  regiment ;  and  one  son — 

James  Stovin  Pennyman,  born  15th  Oct.,  1830.  He  married  Mary 
r^lackenzie,  daughter  of  William  Joseph  Coltman  and  Philadelphia  his 
wife,  the  sister  of  Sir  William  Worsley,  Bart.  They  had  issue,  2. 
Alfred  V/orsley  Pennyman,  a  Lt.-Col.  in  the  army,  late  of  the  25th 
King's  Own  Scottish  Borderers ;  3.  iM'ank  Worsley  Pennyman,  who 
died  in  1881,  aged  17;  4.  The  Rev.  William  Geoffrey  Pennyman,  vicar 
cf  Bishopthorpe,  who  married  Beatrix  Jane  P'rances,  daughter  of  Sir 
James  Walker,  of  Sand  Hutton,  Bart.,  deceased,  and  has  issue  a 
daughter;  Edith  Mary,  who  married  George  Fraser  Phillips,  Major  in 
the  14th  Prince  of  Wales'  Own  West  Yorkshire  Regiment ;  and  their 
eldest  son — 

James  Worsley  Pennyman,  the  present  owner  of  Ormesby.  He  was 
born  August  loth,  1856,  and  married  6th  Oct.,  1882,  Dora  Maria,  3rd 
daughter  of  Henry  Frederic  Beaumont,  Esq.,  of  Whitley  Beaumont,  in 
the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  for  which  Riding  the  latter  was  on 
several  occasions  Member  of  Parliament.  He  was  a  scholar  of  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  and  took  classical  honours,  and  is  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  and  Deputy-Lieutenant  for  the  North  Riding.      He  has  two  sons, 
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James  Beaumont  Worsley  Pennyman,  bom  17th  Dec,  1883,  now  an 
undergraduate  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  and  Thomas  Henry 
Pennyman,  born  i6th  May,  1892,  and  one  daughter,  Mary  Dorothy. 

There  are  not  many  articles  of  interest  at  Ormesby.  Sir  William 
Henry  Pennyman,  when  leaving  the  estate  to  his  sister  for  life,  left  all 
his  personal  property  to  her  absolutely,  and  she  left  all  she  had  to  her 
husband's  relations,  so  that  Capt. Worsley,  as  he  then  was,  succeeded  to 
bare  walls,  and,  owing  to  the  extravagance  of  the  last  Sir  James,  to 
farms  in  a  ruinous  condition,  and  a  heavily  mortgaged  estate.  He  even 
had  to  bring  an  action  at  law  to  recover  the  title  deeds  of  the  estate. 
The  oldest  document  in  Mr.  Pennyman's  possession  is  the  draft  made  in 
the  Herald's  Office  for  the  grant  of  a  crest  to  Mr.  Pennyman  in  1599  ;  a 
translation  of  this  is  given  in  app.  I.  p.  (^>9.  The  next  oldest  is  an  old 
parchment  document  in  the  shape  of  a  roll,  9  in.  wide,  and  19  ft.  long, 
written  in  latin  in  a  very  crabbed  hand.  It  is  a  copy  of  part  of  the  Pipe 
Roll,  kept  at  the  Record  Office,  and  is  a  discharge  to  Sir  William 
Pennyman,  of  Marske,  who  was  High  Sheriff  in  1635.  One  of  his  chief 
functions  was  to  collect  certain  moneys  for  the  King,  and  on  presenting 
his  accounts  and  getting  them  passed  for  his  year  of  office  (Michaelmas 
II  Chas.  I.,  to  Michaelmas  12  Chas.  I.),  he  received  this  document  as 
his  discharge,  which,  as  always  when  there  were  no  arrears,  ended  with 
the  words  quietus  est.     Hence  the  phrase,  "getting  one's  quietus." 

Another  document  at  Ormesby  is  a  copy  of  a  private  Act  of  Parliament, 
passed  in  1775,  to  confirm  the  partition  of  the  estate  of  Sir  Michael 
Warton,  deceased,  under  his  will  dated  6th  April,  1724.  The  Act  recites 
that  the  three  gentlemen  making  the  partition  were  the  representatives 
of  the  co-heiresses  of  Michael  Warton,  the  last  owner  who  left  issue, 
that  they  employed  valuers  to  divide  the  whole  estates  (which  were  very 
scattered  and  worth  over  -^^24 0,000,  a  large  sum  for  those  days)  into 
three  equal  parts,  not  as  yet  appropriated  to  the  three  owners,  "  so  as 
each  share  might  lie  together,"  that  the  particulars  of  the  three  estates 
were  sealed  up,  marked  i,  2,  and  3,  and  delivered  to  the  custody  of 
Robert  Burton,  of  Lincoln's  Inn ;  that  the  three  owners  met  at  Newark 
on  15th  Dec,  1774,  to  draw  lots,  and  agreed  to  proceed  as  follows  : — 
"  That  duplicates  should  be  prepared  by  the  said  Robert  Burton  of  the 
said  three  several  numbers,  which  should  be  put  into  a  glass  or  hat,  and 
that  the  same  should  be  respectively  drawn  or  taken  out  thereof  by  some 

indifferent  person And  it  was  also  further  agreed  that  in  order  to 

prevent  all  disputes  respecting  the  priority  of  the  person  to  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  first,  second,  and  third,  of  the  numbers  so  to  be  drawn,  the 
said  proprietors  should  cast  lots  for  the  same  and  did  appoint 
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Sarah  Palethorpe,  of  Newark,  aforesaid,  spinster,  of  the  age  of  13  years, 

or   thereabouts,   to   draw "     And   the    Act  goes  on   to   relate  the 

actual  drawing  of  the  lot  and  to  confirm  the  division  so  made.  None  of 
these  lands  now  belong  to  Mr.  Pennyman. 

An  old  peg  tankard,  made  for  William  Pennyman  between  1578  and 
1597,  but  not  now  belonging  to  the  family,  is  described  in  app.  O.  p.  128. 

This  is  all  Mr.  Pennyman  has  to  tell  about  the  family  in  England. 
Unfortunately,  it  is  not  rich  in  records.  No  doubt  the  pedigree  gives 
man}'  more  names,  younger  sons  and  their  wives,  daughters  and  their 
husbands.  To  Americans  these  will  be  mere  names  ;  a  Yorkshireman 
will  find  among  them  and  others  that  have  been  mentioned,  many  names 
still  well  known  in  Yorkshire  and  the  North  Country,  such  as  Norcliffe, 
Lowther,  Hotham,  Boynton,  Bethell,  Grey,  and  Beaumont.  And  novv' 
in  point  of  numbers  it  has  shrunk  to  very  small  dimensions.  Neither 
]\Ir.  Pennyman,  nor  his  father,  nor  his  grandfather,  have  ever  come 
across  anybody  of  the  same  surname.  So  there  seems  to  be  strong 
ground  for  supposing  that  there  are  only  ten  persons  of  the  name  in 
England.

In  1770,  tlie  estate  was  conveyed  by  tlic  Trustees  to  Sir  James 
Penn\  m.an,  of  Ormesby,  bart.,  only  son  of  Ralph  Pennyman,  late  of 
lieverlcy,  esqrc.,  deceased,  who  was  youngest  son  of  Sir  James 
Pennyman,  of  Thornton^  co.  York,  bart.,  deceased,  the  said  first 
named  Sir  James  Pennyman  being  the  only  heir  male  living  of  any 
of  the  live  sons  of  the  said  Sir  James  Pennyman.  And  in  Easter 
term,  lu  Geo.  3,  a  common  recovery  of  the  premises  was  suffered. 
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The  above  premises  were  probably  only  a  part  of  much  larger 
estates,  for  the  abstract  is  marked  "  Lot  i  ;/'  and  in  1770  Sir  James 
sold  the  estate  by  auction  to  one  \Vm.  Humphrey,  of  Wensley,  but 
unfortunately  his  solicitor  described  Fleinsop  as  a  manor,  whereas  it 
was  really  only  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Carleton,  so  that  the  purchase 
had  to  be  cancelled.  With  the  abstract  are  a  number  of  very  curious 
letters  on  the  subject,  but  they  are  thought  to  be  much  too  long  for 
insertion  here. 
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EXTRACTS   FROM  THE 
YORKSHIRE     FEET    OF    FINES. 

2.  A  sliort  explanation  of  these  records  may  possibly  be  useful  to 
some  readers.  A  fine  was  an  acknowledgment,  in  a  Court  of  record, 
of  a  feoffment  or  conveyance  of  lands.  It  was  usually  described  as 
an  amicable  agreement  of  a  suit,  either  actual  or  fictitious,  by  leave 
of  the  king  or  his  justices;  whereby  the  lands  in  question  became, 
or  were  acknowledged  to  be,  the  right  of  one  of  the  parties.  Origin- 
ally it  was  founded  on  an  actual  suit,  commenced  at  law  for  recovery 
of  land  ;  and  the  possession  thus  gained  was  found  to  be  so  sure 
and  effectual,  that  fictitious  actions  came  into  ordinary  use  in  the 
conveyance  of  land,  for  the  sake  of  obtaining  the  same  security.  By 
an  Act  of  iS  Ed.  I,  called  "  Modus  levandi  fines,"  these  fictitious 
actions  were  recognised  by  law,  and  directions  given  for  the  manner 
of  levying  them.  The  party  to  whom  the  land  v.-as  to  be  conveyed 
commenced  an  action  at  law  against  the  person  conveying.  Then 
followed  the  liceniia  concordandi,  or  leave  to  agree  the  suit,  for,  as 
scon  as  the  action  was  brought,  the  defendant,  knowing  himself  to 
be  in  the  wrong,  was  supposed  to  make  overtures  of  peace  to  the 
plaintiff.  And  then  came  the  concord,  or  fine  itself,  after  leave 
obtained  from  the  Court,  by  which  the  lands  in  question  were 
acknowledged  to  be  the  right  of  the  plaintiff.  This  was  followed  by 
the  note  of  the  fine,  which  was  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings, 
naming  the  parties,  the  parcels  of  land,  and  the  agreement.  This 
was  enrolled  of  record  in  the  proper  office,  by  direction  of  the 
Statute  5  Henry  IV.  c.  14,  which  is  the  reason  why  these  records 
are  still  accessible  to  us  in  the  Public  Record  Office.  The  final 
part  was  the/00/  of  ihe  fine,  or  conclusion  of  it  ;  which  recited  the 
parties,  date,  and  place,  and  before  whom  it  was  acknowledged  or 
levied.  Of  this  there  were  indentures  made  or  engrossed,  at  the 
chirographer's  office,  and  one  delivered  to  each  party,  being  written 
on  one  piece  of  parchment,  cut  in  a  curved  line  down  the  middle, 
so  that  when,  even  at  the  present  day,  the  two  parts  can  be  brought 
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together  again,  they  will  be  found  to  exactly  fit  into  each  other. 
The  real  reason  for  these  fictitious  conveyances  or  assurances  of 
lands  being  winked  at  by  the  King's  Courts  would  seem  to  be  the 
very  simple  one,  that  at  each  stage  of  the  proceedings,  very 
substantial  fees  became  due  to  the  king. 

The  meaning  of  the  following  extracts  from  these  Feet  of  Fines 
is  this.  The  name  of  the  purchaser  of  the  land  is  given  first,  as  the 
querent  or  plaintiff;  then  v.  or  versus;  the  name  of  the  vendor,  as 
defendant  or  deforciant  ;  and  lastly  the  description  of  the  lands 
conveyed.

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GRANT     OF     A     CREST     TO     HIS     ANCIENT 
ARMS,  TO   JAMES    PENNYMAN    IN    1599. 

Tramlation  of  ilie  Grant  of  a  Crest  to  James  Peiuiyuian,  Esq.,  in  1599. 

To  all  and  singular  to  whom  this  present  writing  shall  come  to  be 
seen  William  Segar  esquire  called  Norroy  King  of  Arms  and  Principal 
Herald  of  the  North  Parts  of  the  Kingdom  of  England  (sends)  Greeting 
— Whereas  James  Pennyman  of  Ormesbye  in  the  County  of  York  son 
and  heir  of  William  Pennyman  of  Murton*  in  the  County  aforesaid 
Esquire  deceased,  son  and  heir  of  Robert  Pennyman  Esquire,  on  account 
of  his  love  towards  his  paternal  family  has  besought  me  that  I  would 
describe  and  assign  to  him  some  Crest  as  it  is  called  for  an  ornament 
and  ensign  upon  his  helmet  or  head-piece  to  be  placed  above  his  shield 
or  famil}^  coat  of  arms  and  insignia  which  has  been  worn  and  used  by  the 
ancestors  of  his  famij}'  from  old  time,  which  both  he  himself  and  his 
descendants  may  be  able  lawfully  and  without  prejudice  to  anyone  to  use 
and  enjoy.  Now  I,  being  not  onl}^  ready  to  perform  that  which  pertains 
to  my  office  in  this  behalf,  but  also  desirous  to  gratify  a  man  famous  for 
his  valour  and  many  other  titles  as  well  as  deserving  well  of  the  State, 
have  caused  to  be  declared  in  French  words  according  to  heraldic 
custom  the  ancestral  and  proper  arms  or  insignia  of  his  family  as  they 
have  heretofore  been  used  by  his  ancestors,  together  with  a  crest  to  be 
placed  upon  his  helmet,  and  for  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the  same  I  have 
taken  care  to  have  them  delineated  in  the  margin  of  these  presents  in 
their  metals  and  colours  according  to  custom.  Videlicet.  Gules  a 
chevron  Ermine  between  three  steels  or  butts  of  broken  spears  proper 
And  further  in  decoration  of  his  helmet  to  which  the  said  shield  appends 
I  have  assigned  to  him  for  a  Crest  as  follows — A  Helmet:  out  of  a  Mural 
Crown,  a  Lion's  head  erased  Or  wounded  and  pierced  through  the  neck 
with  a  broken  spear,  "  mantee  "  Gules,  "  double  "  Argent.  Which 
ancestral  arms  and  insignia  worn  and  used  by  his  progenitors,  together

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with  the  said  Cie^^t  placed  upon  his  hchnet  and  with  all  the  rest  of  the 
appendages  and  ornaments  as  more  clearl}-  to  be  seen  depicted  in  the 
margin.  I  the  aforenamed  Norroy  by  virtue  and  authority  of  my  office 
have  granted  and  ratified  and  by  these  presents  have  confirmed  and 
appro\ed  to  the  aforesaid  James  Pennyman  and  his  issue  and  to  all 
pers(>ns  descending  from  him  for  ever.  So  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  James  and  his  posterity  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  Arms  and  Crest 
and  the  other  ornaments  as  tlic}-  are  above  described  and  declared  as 
their  family  insignia  and  proper  to  their  family  and  the  same  at  all 
places  and  times  to  show  on  shields,  bucklers,  tai-gcts,  banners,  rings  or 
robes,  or  in  an\-  other  lawful  manner  at  their  will  and  pleasure  and  to 
use  and  enjoy  the  same  as  ensigns  for  tvcv,  any  contradiction  of  any 
person  whomsoever  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  In  Faith  and 
Testimon}-  of  all  which  things  I  the  aforesaid  Norroy  have  subscribed  my 
own  hand  to  these  presents  and  b}'  the  nppension  of  the  seal  of  my 
aforesaid  office  have  corroborated  this  present  writing.  Dated  at  London 
in  the  Office  of  Arms  lo  May  Anno  Domini  1599.

OR  THE  Proceedings  of  the  Committee  for  Compounding  with 
Delinquents  during  the  Commonwealth. 

(E.xiraclcd  froui  the  Composition  Papers  preserved  in  the  Public  Record  Office.) 


Cases  against  Sir  James  Pennyman,  and  James  Pennyman,  Esq.,  his 
father,  of  Ormesby  and  Marske,  for  opposing  the  Landing  of 
Cromwell's  soldiers  at  Marske,  from  the  Rainbow  and  other  ships, 
in  the  Summer  of  1643  ;  and  against  Sir  \\'illiam  Penn3'man,  hart., 
and  William  Pennyman,  of  Gray's  Inn. 

It  may  be  useful  to  give  here  the  following  extracts  from  the  Introduc- 
tion to  the  Royalist  Composition  Papers  for  Yorkshire,  edited  by  J.  W. 
Clay,  Esq.,  F.S./\.  This  appendix  includes  several  Pennyman  papers 
from  the  original  records,  not  in  that  volume. 

It  appears  that  in  1644,  the  Parliament  being  much  in  want  of  money 
for  payment  of  the  Scottish  army  and  for  other  purposes,  conceived  the 
idea  of  making  the  Royalists,  or  Delinquents,  as  it  called  them,  compound 
for  their  estates,  and  a  Committee  that  had  been  formed  at  Goldsmiths' 
Hall  for  the  finding  of  money  for  the  service  of  the  State  came  to  have 
the  management  of  this  scheme. 

In  July  and  August,  1644,  the  compounding  began,  but  only  with  such 
people  as  had  been  previousl}^  sequestered,  and  it  was  not  till  March, 
1645,  that  the  Committee  had  authority  from  the  House  of  Commons  to 
compound  with  any  who  should  tender  themselves,  or  to  summon  whom 
it  thought  fit.  On  August  12  it  was  ordered  that  estates  were  to  be 
compounded   for  at  two  years'   estimated   value  before  the  war.     This 
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arrangement  seems  to  have  been  earriecl  out  in  most  of  the  compositions, 
in  addition  to  a  tine  of  a  tenth  part  of  the  value  of  goods  and  chattels. 
Those  persons  who  were  not  worth  ;/^20o  seem  to  have  escaped 

The  Composition  Papers  are  contained  in  about  269  volumes 

The  following  is  the  course  the  unfortunate  compounder  had  to  pursue 
in  making  his  composition,  and  the  order  of  the  papers. 

He  had  first  to  get  leave  from  the  Committee  to  compound  :  when  it 
was  granted,  he  had  to  send  up  his  petition  with  the  particulars  of  his 
estate  and  certificates  of  his  having  taken  the  National  Covenant  before 
some  approved  Minister,  and  of  his  having  signed  the  Negative  Oath, 

The  officials  then  prepared  a  report  of  the  nature  of  his  delinquency, 
of  their  valuation  of  his  property,  and  what  amount  they  considered  the 
fine  ought  to  be. 

All  these  papers  having  gone  before  the  Committee  at  Goldsmiths'  Hall, 
it  then  proceeded  to  name  the  fine,  which  was  written  at  the  end  of  the 
report  and  duly  entered  in  the  minute  book.  Sometimes  there  are 
additional  affidavits,  letters,  and  certificates  from  the  County  Committee 
and  other  ofticials. 

The  compounder  had  generally  to  pay  a  moiety  of  his  tine  at  once, 
time  being  given  to  him  for  the  remainder.  If  he  failed  to  pay  in  time, 
which  seems  not  unfrequently  to  have  happened,  he  was  threatened  with 
a  resequestration  of  his  estate. 

The  following  papers  have  been,  for  the  most  part,  arranged  by  Mr. 
Pennyman  in  chronological  order  (many  of  them  by  internal  evidence 
only),  but  the  Report  on  the  cases  of  Sir  James  Pennyman,  and  his 
father  James  Pennyman  esqr.,  is  given  first,  because  it  gives  a  general 
\iew  of  the  whole  of  the  circumstances.  Mr.  Pennyman  has  also  inserted 
the  headings  in  brackets,  in  order  to  present  to  his  readers  a  complete 
picture  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  everything  of  interest  in  full, 
whilst  avoiding  tedious  repetitions.

Sir  James  Pennyman!^  of  Ornesby  in  the  Countye  of  Yorke  knt.  and  James 
Penyman*  of  the  same  place  and  County  Esq.  father  to  the  said 
Sir  James. 

The  Delinquency  of  James  Pennyman  the  father  aged  68  yeeres  as  is 
certified  by  the  Committee  in  Yorke,  is  for  executing  the  Commission  of 
Array  and  that  he  did  array  men  at  Stoxly  January  28th  1643,  and  did 
other  like  acts  against  the  Parliament  friends,  and  was  in  Armes  alsoe, 
that  he  lor  a  time  refused  to  take  the  Couenant,  and  disputed  against  it 
both  by  word  and  wrightinge,  that  all  his  sonnes  have  bin  engaged  in 
the  King's  service. 

Sir  James  his  delinquency  that  he  was  in  /Vrmes  against  the  Parliament 
a  Colonell  on  the  Kings  side,  but  laid  downe  his  Armes  two  yeeres 
sithence  and  had  a  passe  from  the  Committee  of  Yorke  to  pass  into 
Holland  whither  he  went  and  there  contynucd  for  seaven  monthes  till 
he  returned  backe  to  make  his  Composition. 

The  father  petitioned  here  in  November,  and  had  a  letter  to  the 
Committee  of  Yorke  who  did  certify  his  estate  and  delinquency  accord- 
ingl}',  and  Sir  James  the  nth  of  March  1645  tooke  the  Solemne  League 
and  Covenant  at  Margaretts  where  he  landed  as  is  certified  by  the 
Officers  there,  and  for  more  satisfaction  hath  now  taken  it  here  againe 
before  William  Barton  Minister  of  John  Zacharies  the  fourth  of  April 
1646  and  the  Negative  Oath  here  the  26th  of  March  1646. 

That  the  father  hath  taken  both  the  National  Covenant  and  Negative 
Oath  before  the  Committee  at  Yorke  as  they  make  returne,  by  their 
Certificate  dated  28  of  P'ebruary  1645. 

They  compound  upon  a  particular  delivered  in  under  both  their  hands 
and  another  returned  by  the  Committee  to  which  they  have  subscribed 
to  submit  to  such  fine  &c.  and  by  which  it  doth  appeare 

That  James  Pennyman  the  father  is  seized  in  fee  to  him  and  his  heires 
in  possession  of  and  in  certaine  lands  and  tenements  l}'inge  and  beinge 
in  Ormsby  and  Normanby  in  the  County  of  Yorke  of  the  cleere  yearly 
value  before  theis  troubles  ;^^3i9  6  8  for  which  his  fine  is  ;£"638  13  4. 

fSir  James  Pennyman  was  created  a  baronet  by  Charles  II,,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Stephen  Norcliffe,  and  was  buried  at  Ormesby,  April  24,  1679.  The  baronetcy  expired  in 
1852,  when  the  estates  came  into  the  Worsley  family. 

*James  Pennyman  (the  Father)  married  lirst  Katherine,  daughter  of  William  Kindersley, 
or  Kingsley,  of  Canterbury  [See  Note  at  end  of  appendix  F,J  :  secondly,  Joane,  daughter  of — 
Smith,  and  had  a  family  by  each  wife.  He  was  buried  at  Ormesby,  October  19th,  1655,  and 
his  will  is  given  in  appendix  C,  p.  27,

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EXTRACTS     FROM     THE     NORTH     RIDING 

RECORDS. 

These  records  contain  several  interesting  Pennyman  entries.  For  a 
considerable  period  there  are  lists  of  the  justices  attending  Quarter 
Sessions.  These  Sessions  were  during  a  period  extending  from  1624  to 
1718  held  at  various  places,  at  distances  varying  from  seven  to  fifty  miles 
from  Ormesby,  which  latter  was  no  small  journey  to  undertake  in  those 
days.  We  find  them  held  most  often  at  "  Thirske  "  (Thirsk),  also  at 
"Stoxley"  (Stokesley),  "  Hemsley "  or  "  Helmesley "  (Helmsley), 
Northallerton  (sometimes  "North  Allerton"),  "New  Malton"  (Malton), 
"  Beedall  "  fBedale),  Richmond,  "  Yarome  "'  (Yarm),  and  Guisbrough. 

During  this  period  Sir  William  Pennyman,  the  builder  of  Marske 
Hall  and  famous  Royalist  soldier,  who  was  High  Sheriff  in  April  1636, 
attended  eleven  times  ;  Sir  James  Pennyman  42  times  (1635 — 1676) ; 
Sir  Thomas  Pennyman,  High  Sheriff  in  the  1702— 1703,  no  less  than  63 
times,  beginning  in  1671  and  making  his  last  attendance  in  1707;  and 
Mr.  William  Pennyman  49  times  (1689 — 1716).

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AMERICAN  PENNIMANS. 

Note  on  the  Genealogy  of  the  American  families  of  Penniman. 

In  the  year  1898  Mr.  Pennyman  had  some  correspondence  with  the 
Rev.  George  \\'allace  Penniman,  of  Massachussets,  who  was  collecting 
material  for  a  work  on  the  Penniman  family  in  America;  he  found  that 
some  American  Pennimans  believed  their  ancestors  to  have  been  Penny- 
mans  of  Ormesby  ;  and  that  all  of  the  American  Pennimans  appear  to 
descend  from  James  Penniman,  supposed  by  some  to  have  been  a 
younger  brother  of  Sir  William  Pennyman,  the  distinguished  Royalist 
soldier,  who  was  Governor  of  Oxford  for  King  Charles  ;  that  this  same 
James  Pennyman  married  Lydia,  daughter  of  Benet  Eliot  of  Nazing  in 
Essex,  and  that  they  emigrated  to  New  England,  sailing,  with  the 
brothers  John  and  Jacob  Eliot,  on  the  ship  "  Lion,*'  which  landed 
on  Nov.  2nd  1631. 

Now  Mr.  Pennyman's  family  records  not  only  show  no  trace  of  the 
supposed  emigrant,  but  give  a  certain  amount  of  negative  evidence 
against  his  existence,  at  any  rate  in  this  particular  place  in  the  pedigree. 
Firstly  there  is  Dugdale's  visitation.  In  1665  Sir  William  Dugdale, 
Norroy  King  of  Arms,  came  to  York  and  summoned  the  heads  of  the 
chief  county  families  to  come  in  and  prove  their  pedigrees.  Sir  James 
Pennyman  of  Ormesby  proved  his ;  he  gave  in  its  proper  place  the  name 
of  Sir  W.  Pennyman  of  Marske,  the  Governor  of  Oxford,  but  made  no 
mention  of  any  brother  of  his.  Now  as  Sir  James  Pennyman  was  aged 
58  at  the  date  of  the  visitation,  and  was  first  cousin  to  Sir  W.  Pennyman, 
he  must  have  known  of  the  emigration  of  another  first  cousin  in  1631,  34 
years  previously.  Secondly,  the  father  of  the  supposed  emigrant,  in  his 
will  makes  no  mention  of  any  younger  son,  and  leaves  property  to  his 
eldest  son  William,  and  in  default  of  him  and  his  issue,  over  to  nephews, 
nieces,  and  his  brother  at  Ormesby,  but  not  to  a  younger  son  (see  app.  C, 
p.  25.)  An  ingenious  surmise  has  been  made  which  much  lessens  the  force 
of  this  negative  evidence.  An  emigrant  at  that  date  would  be  a  Puritan; 
and  the  strong  Royalist  Pennyman  family  may  very  likely  have  thought

All  is  well  at 
Welburne,  your  harvest  well  got  in,  your  seed  w^ell  sowne,  and  cominge 
up  againe,  covering  the  browne  fallow  wth.  a  greene  Carpet,  your  Coach- 
house is  well  theaked,  only  your  Well  comes  but  drylie  off  this  drought, 
your  Appleharvest  is  almost  compleated,  if  the  last  flood  bed  not  recruited 
j'our  pondes  your  pikes  had  suffered  for  w'ant  of  water.  Young  George 
Spanton  like  the  Spring  renews  his  strenght,  but  Mr.  Taylor  like  the 
time  of  the  yeare,  is  an  Autumne  condition.  My  cosen  Anne  Bradshaw 
presents  her  respects  to  you.  There  is  a  warrant  come  from  the  head 
Constable  to  send  in  a  horse  this  afternoone  at  two  of  the  clocke  to 
Helmsley  well  mounted,  wth.  a  weeks  pay,  compleatly  arm'd  wth.  powder 
and  ball,  what  the  meaning  of  it  should  be  I  know  not,  except  it  be  to 
guard  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  who  they  say  is  coming  to  live  at  York.

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Xctc. — The  writer  of  this  letter  was  Sir  John  Gibson,  of  Welburnc,  son  of  Sir  John  Gibson, 
of  Welburne,  knt..  and  grandson  of  Sir  John  Gibson,  knt.,  and  Vicar-General  to  the  Arch- 
bishop of  York.  In  1650  the  writer  was  a  prisoner  in  Durham  Gaol  for  non-payment  of  a 
Bond  given  as  surety  for  John  Redmayne,  of  Fulford,  esq.,  whose  son  Robert  Redmayne 
repudiated  the  debt  in  1662.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  very  curious  correspondence  about  the 
matter  in  the  same  bundle  of  the  Hailstone  MSS.  The  John  Gibson  to  whom  the  letter  was 
written,  married  Joane,  daughter  of  James  Pennyman,  of  Ormesby,  esc^.  (See  his  will  in 
appendix  C,  No.  7.)     Sir  John  Gibson,  the  father,  died  in  June  16G5.

I  think  this  will  come  to  your  hands  soon  after  your  coming  from 
the  Spaw,  and  I  thought  good  to  let  you  know  something  concerning 
Houses  at  York,  that  which  your  wife  saw  they  Aske  Twelve  Pounds  a 
yeare  for  without  Coach  House  and  Stable.  I  doubt  that  House  is  to  far 
from  the  Church  for  you.  Here  is  another  Brick  House  in  Tanners  Row 
on  the  Back  side  of  Michall  Gate  that  is  larger  then  the  other  and  hath 
better  Roomes,  and  very  good  Clossetts,  and  a  very  pretty  Garden 
Planted  and  Walled  about  with  Brick  and  a  very  good  Sommer  House 
in  it  and  extraordinary  good  Sellering,  it  is  not  above  a  Stones  Throw 
from  three  good  Churches  that  is  All  Saints',  St.  Johns,  and  our  St. 
Martins,  but  there  is  no  Stable  to  this  House  but  you  may  have  one  very 
nere  hand.  This  latter  House  belongs  to  one  Mr.  Rowland  Playse.  I 
cannot  tell  whether  you  know  him.  I  think  my  Bro.  Trotter  does,  his 
Brother  that  lives  here  at  the  Mannor  is  imployed  to  lett  it,  he  Askes 
Ten  Pounds  a  yeare  for  it  and  I  think  it  worth  it.  If  you  like  a  private 
retired  place  you  can-not  I  think  be  better  fitted,  you  may  Ride  or  Walk 
out  of  Michall  Gate  or  the  Postern  without  being  seen  by  them  in  the 
Pligh  Street.

From  the  Preface  to  "  Miscellanies  in  Prose  and  Verse,  by  the 
Honourable  Lady  Margaret  Pennyman.     1740." 

To  the  Reader. 

******** 

Lady  Margaret  Pennyman  was  the  only  daughter  of  Barnet  Auger, 
Esqr.,  of  the  City  of  Westminster,  Carpenter  to  the  Crown  during  the 
time  of  King  Charles  IL,  &c. 

She  was  born  in  the  year  168S,  and  besides  her  natural  endowments, 
which  were  very  extraordinary,  she  was  educated  in  the  politest  Manner 
by  having  all  her  Tutors  come  home  to  her. 

Before  she  was  15  years  of  age,  she  was  married  to  Thomas  Penny- 
man,  Esqr.,  second  son  of  Sir  James  Pennyman,  Bart,  (of  a  well-known 
family  in  Yorkshire),  whose  Elder  Brother  dying,  he  succeeded  to  the 
Title  and  Estate. 

This  young  Lady's  fortune  was  £2000,  and  the  Match  approved  by  her 
relations  at  first,  tho'  afterwards  they  would  fain  have  broke  it  off,  but 
the  Amour  was  gone  too  far.  Miss  was  honourably  fixed  in  her  resolution, 
which  was  confirmed  by  her  putting  it  in  execution.  The  Bridegroom 
was,  at  the  Celebration  of  his  Nuptials  (which  to  be  safely  performed 
were  iwice^'  performed)  Receiver-General  of  the  Stamp  Revenue ;  the 
income  of  this  post,  and  succeeding  his  Elder  Brother,  threw  him  into 
such  Extravagancies  as  rendered  this  a  very  unhappy  marriage  ;  so  that

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on  Account  of  liis  Lewdness,  and  other  ill-usages  of  his  Lady,  they  were 
obhged  to  a  separation,  by  Law.  in  less  than  three  month's  time. 

Lady  Pennx'man  having  been  also  a  fortunate  Adventurer  in  the 
Mississippi-Scheme,  went  to  Paris  in  1720  to  dispose  of  her  Stock;  but 
that  year  proving  as  fatal  in  France,  as  it  was  to  our  South-Sea-Scheme, 
she  was  therein  unfortunate,  and  returned  to  England  under  the  greatest 
Anxiety  of  Disappointment. 

The  following  Poems  and  Journals  of  her  Expedition,  and  the 
Adventures  she  met  with,  cannot  fail  both  to  Please  and  Instruct  others, 
tho"  it  proved  grievous  to  herself.  Upon  her  return  to  England  she 
led  a  most  recluse  Life  for  13  years  afterwards;  died  June  16,  1733,  in 
the  46th  Year  of  her  age,  and  was  buried  by  her  Brother  Burridge  Auger, 
Esqr.,  in  a  vault  belonging  to  their  family,  in  the  Church  of  St.  Margaret, 
Westminster. 

Note. — This  story  copied  from  the  preface  to  a  book,  not  now  in  Mr.  Pennyman's  possession, 
is  impossible  as  it  stands.  The  marriage  seems  to  have  taken  place  about  1703,  and  on  p.  116 
is  recorded  a  marriage  licence  between  Thomas  Pennyman,  bachelor,  aged  34,  and  Margt 
Angier,  aged  21.  The  latter  is  obviously  a  false  age.  Now  Sir  Thomas  Pennyman  was  in 
1703  aged  61,  had  in  1C62  married  Frances  Lowther  and  had  a  family,  and  had  succeeded 
his  father  (not  his  elder  brother)  in  1679.  His  Son  Thomas  may  well  have  been  aged  34 
in  1703:  but  he  never  succeeded  to  the  title  or  estates.  Sir  Thomas'  will  was  made  in  1700, 
and  proved  in  170S.  On  p.  115  there  is  a  note  of  the  appointment  of  Thomas  (not  stated  to 
be  Sir  Thomas)  Pennyman  to  be  receiver  general  of  the  duties  upon  vellum. 


4.  Letter  from  Sir  J.ames  Pennym.\n  to  his  sister  Dorothy. 

Dr.  Sister, — 

I  was  favoured  with  yours  last  post  and  am  much  hurt  to  find  your 
circumstances  in  so  bad  a  way.  I  thought  that  when  Mr.  Burton  rais'd 
that  money  you  would  have  been  easy  ;  you  desire  me  to  be  bound  with 
Mr,  Worsley  for  a  Sum  of  money  without  mentioning  any  Sum  :  now 
Detty  you  must  know  by  your  own  circumstances,  that  whatever  sum  it 
was  I  should  have  it  to  pay  myself,  &  realy  I  am  affraid  there  is  so  much 
oweing  that  there  would  be  no  end,  and  no  modeiate  Sum  would  avail 
any  thing,  cS:  you  must  be  sensible  I  have  a  large  Family  of  my  own  to 
provide  for,  and  I  should  not  be  doing  them  Justice  to  deprive  them  of 
much,  you  know  I  told  \ou  I  would  give  you  for  your  Children  jTiooo 
which  I  will  do,  and  I  shall  pay  \ou  /'40  a  year  the  Interest  towards 
educating  them,  and  when  they  giow  up  to  be  put  out  to  profession  then 
it  shall  be  devided  amongst  them,  if  really  any  moderate  Sum  would  have 
made  your  circumstances  easy,  J   sliould  lia\e  been    Happy  in  being  the 
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Instrument,  but  as  you  are  circumstanced  I  realy  do  not  know  what  can 
be  done.     God  Bless  you  and  believe  me  your  affect  :  Brother

;.    Tankard  of  Wm.  Pennyman,  Esq.,  1578-1597. 

In  about  the  year  1S94  the  following  announcement  was  sent  to 
Mr.  J.  S.  Pennyman  : — 

The  following  Tankard,  the  Property  of  T.  Parrington,  Esq.,  of 
Whitby,  will  be  sold  by  Messrs.  Sotheby,  Wilkinson  &  Hodge,  13, 
Wellington  Street,  Strand,  London,  on  Wednesday,  May  20,  at  Three 
o'clock. 

Peg  Tankard  made  by  J.  Plummer  in  York,  between  1578  and  1597. 
It  stands  on  three  ball  feet,  each  of  which  is  attached  to  the  tankard  by 
a  trefoil  leaf,  the  side  is  beautifully  engraved  with  roses,  lilies,  sunflowers 
and  foliage,  on  the  lid  are  engraved  the  Pennyman  Arms,  surrounded  by 
a  wreath  of  flowers.  The  lid  opens  by  two  small  engraved  balls  repre- 
senting flowerbuds.  The  handle,  which  is  not  engraved,  is  deepl}' 
grooved  at  the  back  and  terminates  in  a  shield.  The  six  pegs  inside 
indicate  six  gills,  the  measure  of  the  tankard.  It  was  customary  to 
drink  to  a  peg,  and  when  empty  to  blow  the  whistle  in  the  handle. 
Weight  28  ozs.  2  dwts. 

This  celebrated  tankard  was  made  for  William  Pennyman,  of  Ormesby, 
Esquire,  from  whose  descendants  it  passed  by  will  to  the  Consett  family, 
and  thence  similarly  to  the  Dryden  Family,  from  whom  Mr.  Parrington 
inherited  it.  The  proprietor  has  in  his  possession  the  will  of  William 
Pennyman's  grandson,  William  Pennyman,  dated  September  20th,  1659  ; 
in  which  the  tankard  which  he  calls  "  m\-  flower  wrought  silver  cann," 
is  bequeatiicd  to  his  son. 

[Mr.  J.  \\'.  Pennyman  went  to  see  the  tankard,  which  was  squat  and 
ugly,  and  did  not  bid  a  high  price.  It  was  sold  to  somebody  else  for 
about  £ii2.\

1631.  Letter  to  Thos.  Wentworth,  Earl  of  Stafford,  from  Sir  W. 
Pennyman,  who  had  charge  of  his  children  :  — 

"  Now  to  write  that  news  that  I  have,  which  I  presume  will  be  most 
acceptable.  Your  lordship's  children  are  all  very  well,  and  your  lordship 
need  not  fear  the  going  forward  of  3'our  building,  when  you  have  so 
careful  a  steward  as  Mrs.  Ann.  She  complained  to  me  very  much  of 
two  rainy  days,  which,  as  she  said,  hindered  her  from  coming  down  and 
the  building  from  going  up.  because  she  was  enforced  to  keep  her 
chamber,  and  could  not  overlook  the  workmen." 

Again  : — 

"At  our  arrival  at  York,  we  found  Mr.  William  and  Mrs.  Ann,  and  all 
tbic  rest  of  your  lordship's  family,  very  well.  They  were  not  a  little  glad 
to  receive  their  tokens,  and  yet,  they  said,  they  would  be  more  glad  to 
receive  your  lordship  and  their  worthy  mother.  We  all  with  one  vote 
agreed  to  their  opinion,  and  wished  that  your  lordship's  occasions  might 
be  as  swift  and  speedy  in  their  despatch,  as  our  thoughts  and  desires  are 
in  wishing  them."

Secondly,  If  I  doe  concerne  myself  in  the  election  of  any  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  Parliament,  I  shall  give  my  vote  to  such,  as,  to  ye  best  of  my 
judgement,  will  serve  the  King  and  the  Crowne  faithfully  and  honestly. 

Thirdly,  I  thinke  myselfe  obliged  to  live  peaceably  and  quietly  with  all 
men,  as  becomes  Lo}all  subjects."

NOTES    FROM    MRS.    CLOSE. 

The  following  notes  were  taken  down  in  writing  by  Mrs.  J.  S.  Penny- 
man  from  Mrs.  Close,  a  niece  of  the  last  Lady  Pennyman,  who  spent 
much  of  her  time  at  Ormesby  during  that  lady's  life  : — 

Ormesby  Church  was  partiall}'  restored  in  1810.  In  the  family  vault 
there  are  interred  : — 

Mr.  James  Pennyman,  son  of  Sir  James  PennNman,  who  married  Miss 
W'arton  of  Beverle}',  and  died  before  his  Father.  Consequently  the 
brother  of  Sir  James, 

Sir  William  Penn}i"nan,  succeeded  to  the  title  and  propert}'.  He  died 
a  bachelor,  and  Sir  Warton  Penn3man  succeeded  him.  ///s  son  also 
died  30ung,  and  his  large  possessions,  much  of  the  Warton  as  well  as 
Pennyman  property,  were  di\ided  among  his  daughters,  heiresses,  and 
scattered  abroad  in  various  families,  the  Hothams,  Chetwynds,  &c. 

The  Mr,  James  Penn\man,  whose  coffin  is  in  the  Nault,  began  to  build 
the  present  Hall  ;  there  had  been  an  old  one.  He  married  the  daughter 
of  Archbishop  Wake.  She  went  on  with  the  building,  but  it  was  finished 
by  the  last  Sir  James. 

In  1808  Sir  James  Pennxman  died.  Vov  thirty  }ears  previously 
Ormesby  Hall  had  been  completely  closed.  In  1809  Sir  William  Henry 
Pennyman  first  came  there.  The  whole  estate  was  then  in  a  state  of 
ruin  :    every    farm    and    cottage    falling  down  ;    the  park    let,    in    small 
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enclosures.  Sir  William  had  live  brothers  who  died  abroad  :  Henry 
Grey,  Ralph,  James,  Charles,  and  Frederick  (twin  brother  to  Mrs. 
Robinson),  and  sisters  Elizabeth,  Hannah,  Charlotte  (Mrs.  Boss),  and 
Mrs.  Robinson.  She  was  first  married  to  Dr.  Berkeley  (Lord  Berkeley's 
family)  and  secondly  to  Mr.  Robinson,  a  man  of  good  family  and  fortune. 
He  died  from  a  fall  from  his  horse,  hunting.  She  frequently  visited  at 
Ormesb}-.  After  her  husband's  death  she  adopted  Annie  Robinson,  who 
afterwards  became  Mrs.  Davidson.  Sir  William  found  ever}thing  gone, 
even  the  lead  pipes  which  led  water  on  to  the  house,  which  he  restored 
at  an  expense  of  ;^4oo. 

The  old  iron  chest  in  the  hall  (a  fac-simile  I  believe  of  one  shewn  at 
the  Tower,  and  said  to  have  been  brought  over  at  the  date  of  the  Spanish 
Armada)  contained  when  left  to  Sir  James  -^30,000  in  sovereigns,  which 
sum  he  spent  in  the  course  of  a  few  months.

10.  "  Ormesby  Hall, 

9th  Sept.,  1864. 

Memda.  of  the  dates  etc.  of  events  which  have  happened  of  late  years  in 
our  family  made  at  the  request  of  my  son  James  Stovin  Pennyman. 

On  the  17th  Dec.  1761  my  Grandfather  James  Worsley,  Rector  of 
Stonegrave,  only  brother  of  Thomas  Worsley,  of  Hovingham  Hall, 
married  Dorothy  Pennyman,  youngest  sister  of  Sir  James  Pennyman, 
Bt.,  of  Ormesby  Hall,  and  had  issue  James,  born  14th  April  1764,  Ralph, 
bn.  7th  July  1765,  Richard,  bn.  ist  June  1767,  Dorothy,  bn.  6th  Dec. 
1775.  My  Grandfather  had  also  the  living  of  Gilling  near  Richmond  ; 
he  died  at  Bath,  and  was  buried  in  the  Abbey  Church  at  that  place;  my 
Grandmother  was  left  in  straightened  circumstances  (but  was  greatly 
assisted  by  her  sister  the  wife  of  Wm.  Bethell  of  Rise)  ;  she  resided  at 
York,  where  she  died  in  1811.  ^ly  father  James  W'orsley  entered  the 
army  at  an  early  age  in  the  way  common  at  that  time  vizt.  as  a  Volunteer 
serving  in  the  ranks  (though  associated  with  the  Officers)  untill  a  Com- 
mission should  fall  vacant,  which  soon  occurred ;  he  was  with  his 
Regiment,  the  33rd,  in  Canada,  and  in  what  has  since  become  the 
United  States  of  America,  where  he  served  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion  ; 
he  was  three  years  in  America  ;  he  was  then  promoted  to  a  Lieutenancy 
in  the  2nd  Queen's,  which  he  joined  at  Gibraltar  and  remained  there 
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tiiree  years  :  he  went  on  half  pay  011  being  aj-pointed  to  a  company  in 
the  York  Fencibles  ;  he  was  Lieut.  Col.  of  that  regiment  at  the  time 
Avhen  it  was  disbanded  in  1802.  In  17S3  he  married  Lydia,  eldest 
daughter  of  Taylor  White  of  Wallingwells  ;  they  went  to  reside  at 
\\'igthorpe,  where  I  was  born  on  the  15th  Nov.  1792,  but  when  he 
joined  his  regiment  in  Ireland  she  returned  to  ^^'allingwclls,  where  her 
mother  ^\•as  then  li\ing  with  her  son  Sir  Thos.  Woollaston  White.  She 
with  some  of  her  children  paid  occasional  visits  to  m}'  father  in  Ireland  ; 
on  his  return  to  England  in  1802,  he  took  a  house  at  Worksop  ;  he 
shortly  after  was  attacked  N\ith  gout,  from  which  he  suiTered  dreadfully, 
and  died  of  it  in  1S07.  My  Uncle  Ralph  was  in  orders  ;  he  had  the 
livings  of  Ponton,  Finchley,  and  St.  Olaves,  York,  and  was  Subdean  of 
Ripon  ;  th.e  two  latter  were  of  no  pecuniary  beneht  to  him  ;  he  died  at 
Ponton  in  184S.  My  Uncle  Richard  entered  the  navy  at  an  early  age, 
and  at  his  death  held  the  rank  of  Vice  Admiral  ;  on  being  invalided  from 
the  West  India  Station  when  commanding  the  Intrepid — 64  guns — he 
lived  some  years  at  North  Stainley  near  Ripon  ;  he  afterwards  bought 
some  property  near  Tickhill,  where  he  died  in  1838.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  my  mother's  sister.  My  Aunt  Dorothy  married  the  Rev. 
Nicholas  Torre  (who  took  the  name  of  Holme),  rectar  of  Rise  ;  she 
resided  for  some  years  at  York  in  a  state  of  widowhood,  and  died  in  185S. 
After  the  marriage  of  my  Uncle  Sir  Thos.  White  in  iSoi,  my  Grand- 
mother White  and  her  two  unmarried  daughters  Sarah  and  Frances 
went  to  live  at  Wigthorpe  ;  in  1812  my  Mother  left  Worksop,  and  went 
to  live  with  her  sisters  at  Wigthorpe.  She  died  at  Carlton  in  1832.  I 
and  my  brother  Thomas  were  at  an  early  age  sent  to  school  at  Doncaster, 
where  we  remained  till  about  1803,  and  then  as  my  father  was  residing 
at  Worksop,  we  went  as  day  scholars  to  a  school  at  that  place.  I  having 
been  put  on  the  list  for  a  Woolwich  Cadetship  was  removed  to  a  school 
at  Chelsea  till  1807,  when  I  joined  at  Marlow  (where  Tom  already  was 
as  a  Marlow  Cadet).  I  joined  at  Woolwich  in  May  1808.  Left  Woolwich 
in  Dec.  1811,  and  was  on  the  survey  in  Berkshire  till  1812  ;  joined  at 
Gosport  20  Aug.  i8i2,and  at  Chatham  19  May  1813,  embarked  at  Ports- 
mouth for  Canada  25  y\ug.  1813,  landed  at  Quebec  6  Nov.  1813,  was 
employed  chiefly  on  the  river  Richelieu,  Isle  aux  Noix,  and  Chambly, 
embarked  at  Quebec  nth  Aug.  1815,  landed  at  Deal  24th  Sept.,  joined 
at  Spike  Island  23rd  Oct.  (with  an  interval  of  5  months'  leave  of  absence 
which  I  passed  with  my  mother  at  Wigthorpe).  I  remained  at  Spike 
Island  and  IJere  Island  till  15  Oct.  1818,  joined  at  Malta  in  June  1S19, 
having  gone  there  by  way  of  Trance,  Swit;^erland,  Italy,  and  Sicily; 
after  remaining  there  a  few  months;  I  went  to  Corfu  ;  I  several  times 
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shifted  my  quarters  between  Malta  and  the  Ionian  Islands,  being  em- 
ployed cliielly  on  the  survey  of  Corfu  and  Malta.  On  a  reduction  of 
part  of  the  Corps  of  Royal  Engineers,  I  was  placed  on  half  pa}-.  I  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Captain  in  1S26.  I  was  appointed  Sub-Inspector 
of  Ionian  Militia  in  1827;  that  establishment  was  abolished  in  1833, 
which  again  placed  me  on  half  pay.  Sir  Frederic  Adam,  the  Lord  High 
Commissioner  of  the  Ionian  Islands,  had  attached  me  to  his  Staff,  and 
also  procured  for  me  the  appointment  of  Intendent  of  Public  Works  in 
the  Ionian  Islands.  In  the  autumn  of  1827  I  came  home  on  leave,  and 
on  the  24th  March  1S28  was  married  at  Cheltenham  ;  on  2nd  May  left 
England  with  my  wife  for  Corfu,  where  we  arrived  in  June  ;  we  remained 
at  Corfu  till  1833,  in  the  spring  of  which  year  my  wife  with  our  two 
children  left  me  to  go  to  England  in  consequence  of  the  continued  attacks 
of  illness  of  Jem,*  and  in  Sept.  I  followed.  Ur.  Stovin  having  died,  we 
staid  in  England  till  Feby.  1834,  when  we  returned  to  Corfu  via  Munich 
and  Ancona.  Shortly  after  my  arrival,  (Lord  Nugent  being  then  Lord 
High  Commissioner,)  I  was  informed  that  the  place  of  Intendent  of 
Public  ^^^orks  was  to  be  discontinued.  I  however  continued  to  stay  at 
Corfu  till  the  next  spring,  Jem  still  continuing  very  ill.  In  May  1835  ^^'^ 
left  Corfu  and  proceeded  slowly  to  Baden  Baden  via  Ancona,  Pola, 
Trieste,  Saybach,  Meran,  and  Constanz  ;  after  a  short  stay  at  Baden  we 
went  to  Heidelberg  4th  Sept.  1835  ^'''^  remained  to  the  summer  of  1836, 
when  we  returned  to  England  via  Rotterdam  and  Hull  to  my  Brother 
Tom's  at  Hob  Green  ;  in  the  beginning  of  1837  I  was  appointed  Surveyor 
of  Bridges  of  the  North  Riding  ;  took  a  house  at  Thornton  le  Moor, 
where  we  continued  to  live  till  March  1853,  when  we  removed  to 
Ormesby.
